A Statement of Facts

the chief nursery center.” 


Buy quality. It counts for as much in 
nursery stock as in anything else. More de- 
pends upon it than is usually considered. 


Buying a tree or plant is of far more im- 
portance than the purchase of a pair of 
shoes for instance. Shoes do not wear long 
in any event, and if they do not look or fit 
well another pair is readily procurable. A 
tree, however, is planted for a life-time, or 
longer, and whether it gives satisfaction or 
regret or proves an eyesore or an ornament 
depends greatly upon quality. 


“Easy enough to take out an undesirable 
tree,” you say, but then think of the six 
months or a year wasted, besides the first 
cost of it and the planting. How much bet- 
ter it does pay to get a good one right at 
the start. 


Think of a tree or a plant as a lifetime 
companion, whether for better or worse, de- 
pending largely upon its record before reach- 
ing you. Strange, isn’t it, that character 
and heredity should be such important fac- 
tors in nursery stock as well as in human- 
ity; but they are and big ones at that. 


Will it pay to take a risk in such a case? 
What significance has a few cents compared 
with the almost positive assurance of com- 
plete satisfaction? After all, the satisfac- 
tion one receives largely constitutes the real 
enjoyment of living. 


To give satisfaction in every detail is our 
aim. ‘Twelve hundred acres are under care- 
ful cultivation, and every acre is in hardy 
fruit and ornamental trees, berry plants,

The relation of intelligent tree-breeding 
to the future success or failure of the planter 
is seldom taken into consideration, although 
it is of vital importance. We are nursery- 
men in the strictest sense of the word; not 
merely dealers. Every plant we sell has an 
honest pedigree. 


In our nurseries the future forest giant or 
lawn ornament peeps through the soil in the 
shape of a tiny seedling or cutting; the 
layer or the graft little shows in its imma- 
ture state the vigorous, healthy and thrifty 
specimen it is destined to become or else be 
discarded. Our system of selection and re- 
jection, both in plants and methods; our 
constant care and watchfulness; our willing- 
ness to spend, or rather invest, money to 
raise the quality of the stock we produce, 
are some of the important details which 


have helped us to make our record of 
success. 

Our vigilance never relaxes. It is the de- 
tails which really make the important 


things, so we do not overlook them because 
they appear in themselves to be but trifles. 
The period of care is not for a month or six, 
but two or three years. During all this 
time the stock must be frequently and sys- 
tematically pruned and moved. 


We believe in transplanting for it does 
so much to help the buyer to make a suc- 
cess of his planting. Should a tree stand 
too long in one place, as is too often the 
case, it does not have the proper proportion 
of roots when dug. By transplanting when 
necessary it is encouraged to grow an ex- 
cellent root system. In addition it must be 
manured and sprayed when advisable. To 
the novice the value of all this attention is 
not apparent. A tree cannot always be 
judged by its appearance. 


The care exercised in growing the stock 
does not end there, for without the proper 
watchfulness in digging, handling and ship- 
ping our efforts would count for but little, 
so we do not neglect these essential fea- 
tures, 

We pack and ship the plants so well that 
we can satisfactorily serve a customer at 
fifty miles or three thousand, Results prove 
that distance is no barrier to our ability to 
deliver stock in excellent condition to re- 
mote portions of this globe.
